The 
Implications of this kind of Judgment are most un- 
pleamnt. 

The RCMP is charged with the difficult and deli¬ 
cate task of gathering evidence of subversion or the 
likelihood of such. Of necessity it must work In secret 
and compile dossiers dependent on private and con¬ 
fidential sources, and no overall blame can attach to 
procedurea paramount in this age of espionage and 
betrayal for the security of the state. 

It is iU responsibility nevertheleas to assess with 
due care and acuity the true worth and weight of the 
Mata It gathers. In the present instance it made a bad 
blunder and one that could have been avoided. It 
Miould have been easy enough to ascertain for itielf 
the non-relationship of the RCN youth to the “unde” 
tai queadon. 

In the final analyris, however, the reqxmsIUllty 
for this discreditable dlsmiaBal leaiB on the justice and 
defence departments The RCMP maka ito reports; 
it is the government department that initiates the 
action as a result of such reports. And it would seem 
thpt all too readily both these departmenU accepted 
without conflrmatlan on their own part—which surely 
was available through the RCN HaeU—aa to the char- 
■der and merits of the Lake Cowichan boy aa a 
member of the armed forces. 

This case leaves a nasty taste. It induces wonder 
as to how many other persons may be wroni^y dted 
as security risks simply on the basis of auMarranean 
data, compoaed perhapa even of gossip or maUdous 
slander. 

And why in any event ahouU it have taken nearly 
two years to get to the root of the matter and re- 
Btore a boy’s good name?
